HIS MAJESTY KING HUSSEIN and Pal- 
estinian leader Yasser Arafat reaffirmed, in 
separate statements published on Saturday, 
that Jordan and the PLO are still committed 
to fheir joint approach to solving the Pal- 
estinian problem but that the present pol- 
itical situation in the Middle East nec- 
essitated a reassessment of ways and means 
to achieve peace in the region. 


The King, in an interview with 
the Kuwaiti newspaper A l An baa. 
stressed that the objective of att- 
aining peaces in partnership with 
die FLO. has not changed, but 
that “we have to take another took 
at how it can be achieved.” 
'There will be no difference 
(with the PLO) on the road to ach- 
ieving peace in the area.” At 
Anbaa quoted the King as saying. 
“The objective will not change, 
but we have to take another look 
at how it c^n be achieved. .. we are 
trying to convince the greatest 
numberof our friends in the world 
of the necessity of convening an 
international conference in the 
presence of foe five permanent 
members of. die UN. Security. 
Council and with the participation 


of all concerned parties in the 
Arab-Israeli conflict” 

* As quoted by die atari and 
Iraqi news agencies, the interview 
with the King did not mention the 
Feb. J ) agreement between Jor- 
dan and the PLO. but in an int- 
erview published in the London- 
based AI Sharq Al Awsat new- 
spaper on Thursday the King said 
that Jordan was still committed to 
die accord with die PLO and that 
talk of annulling it was “pre- 
mature and remote” and that its 
annul Iment “would constitute a 
. catastrophe.” 

In Baghdad on Saturday Mr. 
Arafat told a press conference that 
the PLO is reviewing its approach 
to Middle East peace efforts, but 
not die Feb. 11 accord, in die 


wake of the Oct. 1 Israeli raid on 
its headquarters in Tunis. 

“We are planning to revise the 
peace process concerning the 
(Feb. 11) Jordanian -Palestinian 
agreement, but not the agreement 
itself.” he said . He did not say how 
the peace process would be cha- 
nged but said the decision was 
agreed with King Hussein. 

The PLO leader said that a sen- 
ior PLO official. Mr. Khaled A I 
Hassan. will be coming to Jordan 
to discuss the issue with Jordanian 
officials. 

Mr. Arafat did notsay when Mr. 
Hassan would be arriving in 
Amman and what exactly he will 
be doing, but informed sources 
here told the Jordan Times that 
the PLO envoy will arrive on 
Monday carrying a message to the 
King from the PLO chairman. 
“The message will deal with the 
latest developments and on ways 
and means to strengthen the joint 
Jordan ian-Pales tin ian approach 
to the Middle East problem." the 
sources said. 

Mr. Hassan’s brother. Hani, 
who is also a dose adviser to Mr. 
Arafat, was in Amman on Sat- 
urday but it was not known whe- 
ther he would be meeting Jor- 
danian officials for discussions on 
the situation. There were no plans 
for any such meetings, the sou- 
rces told tiie Jordan Times. Mr.

The visit, acc- 
ording to toe off i ci als, was agreed 
1900 by members of the FIX) Exe- 
cutive Committee and toe Fateh 
Central Committee, though the 
two committees have not discussed 
this issue in official meetings. 

Mr. Kamal told reporters he

Peres: Israel might 
consider limited Soviet 
role in Mideast talks 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Israeli ■ 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres has 
hinted that if the question erf Sov- 
iet involvement Was the only obs- 
tacle to direct peace talks with 
Jordan then under certain con- 
ditions Israel might agree to a lim- 
ited Soviet role m the talks. 

In an interview with Israel Tel- 
evision's Washington cor- 
respondent Peres said that “tiie 
(U5.) president was not ent- 
husiastic about Soviet par- 
ticipation . It is a cause of delay and 
a complicating factor in neg T 
otiations. But if this was the last 
obstacle to direct negotiations 
between us and' Jordan without 
the FLO, then it is possible the 
Americans would take a different 
position.” 

Peres said that in this event Isr- 
ael might bend its own opposition 
to miles under international aus- 
pices with certain conditions. 

If “direct negotiations between* 
us and Jordan without the FLO 
were based on a prior agreement ■ 
that no international forum will be 
able to dictate conditions.’* he 
said, this formula “would be a 
matter for examination." 

Peres did not say Israeli agr- 
eement to Soviet participation 
would depend on a resumption erf 
Soviet diplomatic ties with Israel 


severed by Moscow after the 1 967 
Mideast war. Previously. Peres 
has said that only after ties were 
restored would Israel accept any 
Soviet involvement in the Mideast 
peace process. 

In a speed] in Washington. 
Peres said he did not anticipate a 
resumption of Israeli-Soviet rel- 
ations soon, but that next month's 
U5 .-Soviet summit might ind- 
icate a change in the Soviet 
Union’s Mideast policy. 

In an apparent contradiction to 
his implied readiness to accept a 
Soviet role in peace talks, Peres 
said in Washington lateron Friday 
that Moscow will have to resume 
diplomatic relations with Israel 
before Israel would consider such 
a role. 

“I will not go to an international 
setting ml ess and until the Soviet 
Union \yiD renew its diplomatic 
relations with Israel,” Peres sakL 
‘To be frank, I do not see that 
happening in the immediate fixt- 
ure. 

However. Peres, talking with 
reporters at the end of a three-day 
visit suggested that the Soviets 
come out “in favour of direct neg- 
otiations” between Israel and Jor- 
dan.

The official Syrian Al Thawra 
newspaper said in its main edi- 
torial: “It is the right of all Leb- 
anese to.be optimistic and to pin 
-all their hopes to die efforts und- 
erway to end the Lebanese con- 
flict.” 

The Lebanese daily As Safe- 
newspaper said: “The decision to 
dose the Lebanese war file is final 
and there is no badctrackhig.” 

■' ’ Official sources were' quoted by 
the maid Lebanese and Syrian 
media as saymg that tiie Syrian 


president repeated that he is det- 
ermined to keep op efforts to help 
pacify Lebanon. 

Lebanese officials said Mr..

Rifai and Kasm meet today 
to resume talks on relations

AMMAN — Prime Minister Zaid 
Al Rifai and his Syrian cou- 
nterpart Abdul Raouf A I Kasm 
meet in Riyadh today 10 resume 
talks on means to reconcile 
Syrian-Joidanian differences and 
clear the Arab atmosphere of dif- 
ferences before Saudi Arabia 
could convene the mudi-delayed 
regular Arab summit 

Mr. Rifai and Mr. Kasm held a 
round of talks in Jeddah last 
month and Saudi Crown Pri- 
nce Abdullah Ibn Abdul Aziz, 
head of an Arab reconciliation 
committee chatged with settling 
.Syriau-jQrdanian_.and Syria n- 
Iraql differences, described the 
outcome of the meeting as “pos- 
itive and fruitful.” Prince Abd- 
ullah said the two premiers agreed 
to adopt the first steps necessary 
for an eventual normalisation of 
relations between Jordan and 
Syria. These steps, according to 
reports then, included an imm- 
ediate end to media attacks aga- 
inst each other and resumption of 
measures to boost bilateral trade 
and other economic relations. 

In an interview with the 
London-based Al Sharq Al Awsat 
newspaper this week. His Majesty 


Hussein confirmed that the 
Jeddah talks were “veiy positive 
and very encouraging.” 

“There are really no problems 
between the two countries, but 
differences only in int- 
erpretations... differences among 
brothers that can be settled." the 
King told the magazine. 

Syria’s differences with Jordan 
were mainly based on Damascus' 
contentions that Jordan bar-- 
hou red elements opposed to tiie 
Syrian government. But more rec- 
ently, the Kingdom's support for 
Iraq in its five-year-old war with 
Iran and current Jordanian- 
Palestinian efforts for Middle East 
peace also became points erf con- 
tention between the two cou- 
ntries^. 

Syrian President Hafez AI 
Assad sent a representative. Min- 
ister of State for Foreign Affairs 
Issam AlNaib, to attend the fun- 
eral in Amman on Friday for the 
late former Prime Minster Abdul 
Mune’em Al Rifai. Though it was 
the first-ever visit by any Syrian 
minister to Jordan since bilateral 
relations worsened in J 980. Mr. 
Nato’s tqp to Amman was not 
seen by observers here as related 
to the Syrian-Jordanian rec- 
onciliation process, because Pre- 
sident Assad and the late premier 
enjoyed excellent personnel fri- 


endship. Mr. Naib left A mman for 
Damascus on Saturday. Apart 
from attending the funeral, he was 
also the guest of honour at a rec- 
eption hosted by Foreign Minister 
Taher Al Masri Friday night. 

At the same time Mr. Naib was 
in Amman, the Syrian foreign 
minister. Mr. Farouk Shara’a. was 
quoted as saying that bilateral rel- 
ations between Syria and Jordan, 
no matter bow complex or com- 
plicated. are solvable. 

■ As for Syrian-Jotdanian pol- 
itical difference. Mr. Shara'a said. 
Arabs facing the Zionist enemy 
“should have a dear, agreed-upon 
position.” 

Mr. Shara'a, who was speaking 
in an exdusive interview with the 
Lebanese Al Hawdeth weekly 
published from London, said any 
Arab concession would lead to a 
harder Israeli position, and would 
lure Israeli into committing a new 
aggression. 

The Syrian minister stressed 
.that the Palestinian cause con- 
stitutes Syria’s central cause and 
added that the Oct. I Israeli raid 
on PLO's headquarters in Tunis is 
"a link in a chain of Israel’s con- 
tinued aggressions against the 
Arab Nation.’’

Cabinet 

announces 

measures 

to reduce 

government 

spending 

AMMAN (J.T.) — The Cabinet 
on Saturday decided to adopt 
immediate measures to reduce 
current expenditures in the bud- 
gets of the ministries and dep- 
artments by 15 per cent over the 
remaining two and half months of 
this year. 

During an ordinary session cha- 
ired by Prime Minister Zaid *AI 
Rifai. the cabinet issued a com- 
munique asking all department 
beads not to settle any claims 
whose value exceeds permissible 
amounts as specified for each con- 
cerned department. 

The Cabinet also decided to 
confine the formation of del- 
egations and committees and ass- 
igning staff to missions outside the 
country to cases of dire necessity. 
It also derided to cut on the exp- 
enses of holding partus, hos- 
pitability costs ana to reduce pur- 
chases and to restrict the use of 
government cars to official pur- 
poses and to economise on the use 
of water, electricity and heating 
and cooling equipmenL 

The Cabinet also took a dec- 
ision approving the appointment 
of Mr. Ahmad Abdul Rahman Al 
Omari as mayor of Deir Yousef 
Municipality in Irbid Gov- 
e mo rate. Mr. Mustafa Bani Said 
as mayor of Iijan Municipality in. 
Ajloun District. Mr. Yuheiraer Al 
Zuyoud as mayor of Hashemleh. 
Mri .Jf3iali£a_Al_Harahsheh as 
mayor of Rahab. Mr. Salah A!*t- 
ein as mayor of Khaidieh and 
Tawfiq Al Jijadat as mayor of 

uweirah. 

During Saturday's session, the- 
Cabinet also decided to grant ret- 
ired mayors benefits from the 
Civil Servants Consumers Cor- 
poration. similar to government 
employees in service. 

The Cabinet stressed the need 
for expediting survey and pre- 
paration of eastern lands in pre- 
paration for exploiting them for 
agriculture, with the aim of exp- 
anding agricultural areas. 


Iranian 
navy ship 
destroyed, 
Baghdad 
reports 

BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraq ann- 
ounced on Saturday that its Davy 
destroyed an Iranian naval vessel 
in the northeastern sector of the 
Gulf. 

An Iraqi military spokesman 
said in a communique on Baghdad 
Radio that the Iranian navy ship 
was “knocked out in a destructive 
and accurate strike by our navy.” 
The attack, he said, was at 9:58 
a.m. (0658 GMT) near the Now- 
ruz oil field, which is about 96 kil- 
ometres northwest of Iran’s Kharg 
Island 03 terminal. 

There was no immediate con- 
firmation of the report either from 
Iran or independent sources. 

The Iraqi communique gave no 
due whether the Iranian ship was 
hit in a naval battle or struck in a 
direct attack. 

TheSaturdayattack marked the 
first reported by Iraq on an Ira- 
nian naval vessel since Aug. li. 
1984, when Iraq said it clowned 
three Iranian jetfighters and sunk 
five warships ii a major con- 
frontation in the northern part erf 
the Gulf. 

Two Iranian pilots who crossed 
tiie Gulf war front and defected to 
Iraq with a helicopter gunship 
were taken to safety in Iraqi rear 
lines, the Baghdad military spo- 
kesman said. 

In the past two weeks, Iraqi jets 
have hit three commercial ships. 

On Oct 9 foe West German 
merchant freighter Jolly Indaco 
was hit by an Iraqi Exocet missile, 
and two days later the Uberian- 
JMedi 


usa. a supertanker, 
was reported damaged in an. air 
attack. On Friday, Iraqi raid 
resulted in missile damage to the 
Panamanian-registered freighter 
Oriental Champion. 


Craxi, after meeting Whitehead, 
says he will attend summit 


ROME (R) — Outgoing Prime 
Minister Bettino Craxi met a sen-, 
for U.S. emissary cm Saturday and 
said afterwards he would be glad 
to attend next week’s Western 
summit in New York. 

U.S. Deputy Secretary of State 
John Whitehead, who arrived in 
Italy on Saturday on a mission to 
repair strains between Rome and 
Washington over the A chide 
Lauro hijacking, renewed Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan’s invitation 
to Mr. Craxi to attend the summit 

Differences over Mr. Craxf s 
handling of the hijack saga tri- 
ggered the collapse of the Italian 
government on Thursday. 

Speaking to reporters after a 
two-hour meeting. Mr. Craxi said: 
“Barring any formal hindrances 
connected with the Italian crisis, I 
shall be pleased to be present at 
tills meeting.” 

His statement represented a 
change of mood after the Italian 
'news agency ANSA, quoting sou- 
rces in his office, said Sunday night 
it was “extremely problematical” 
for Mr. Craxi to travel abroad 
after his government's fall. 

Mr. Reagan invited Western all- 
ies of foe United States to the spe- 
cial summit, scheduled to precede 
his meeting with Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev in Geneva 
next month. 

Mr. Whitehead told reporters in 
a prepared statement that he had 
delivered a letter to Mr. Craxi 
from Mr. Reagan “which exp- 
ressed the hope that we should put 
our present differences b ehin d 
us.” 

“We agreed that the events of 
foe past few weeks indicated! a 
need for a better coordination 
between countries in the ongoing 
fight against terrorism.” Mr. 
Whitehead added. 

He described his talks with Mr. 
Craxi as warm and friendly. 

Mr. Craxi said the tone of Mr. 
Reagan's letter was “particularly 
friendly” adding: “It could not 
fail to please me greatly.” 


I talo- American relations bec- 
ame strained after Washington 
protested bitterly over Italy’s dec- 
ision to allow a Palestinian. Lib- 
eration Front (PLF) official to 
leave the country. The United S ra- 
tes accused the official of planning 
the Achflle Lauro hijack. 

Mr. Whitehead, who planned to 
spend only a short time in Italy, 
was due to continue on to Cairo to 
mend U.S. relations with Egypt, 
which were also damaged by the 
hijack affair (Cairo students battle 
police in anti-U.S. protest, page 2). 

A State Department spo- 
kesman in Washington has dec- 
lined to say whether Mr. Whi- 
tehead intends to apologise to 
Egypt for the hijacking last week 
by UJS. fighters of an Egyptian air- 
liner canying the four hijackers of 
the Italian liner. 

The plane, which was also car- 
rying PLF leader Mohammad 
Abbas (Abu Abbas), was forced 
tp land at a military airbase in Sic- 
ily and the hijackers were then 
handed over to Italy, where they 
will stand trial. 

The U5. action caused acute 
embarrassment to Egyptian Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak. 

The plane carrying the hijackers 
was bound for Rome when it was 
intercepted and forced to land in 
Sicily.

Cairo students battle police 
in anti-American protests 


CAIRO (Agencies) — Students demonstrating aga- 
inst tfae United States and Israel fought a three-hour 


battle with police on Saturday, in which at least 30 
students were arrested and 10 hurt, witnesses said. 


Some 1.500 students from 
Cairo’s ‘Ain Shams University 
were demanding the expulsion of 
die U.S. and Israeli ambassadors 
in retaliation for the American 
hijack of an Egyptian plane car- 
rying of the Achflle Laura hij- 
ackers. 

Witnesses told Reuter police 
used tear gas and bamboo staves 
to disperse the protestors, who 
fled track to their central Cairo 
campus but continued to hurl 
rocks at hundreds of riot and pla- 
inclothes policemen who sealed 
off the area. 

Three hours after the dis- 
turbances began, police stormed 
into the campus under cover of 
dozens of teargas grenades fired 
from armoured cars. 

Some captured students were 
bleeding as they were pushed into 
vans by hlack-helraetra riot pol- 
icemen. witnesses said. 


Students leaving the university 
said colleagues started a fire at the 
side of the campus housing the 
faculties of "medicine and com- 
merce. 

At least six fire engines went to 
the scene and live ambulances arr- 
ived later, witnesses said. 

Saturdays Demonstration, die 
second by ' Ain Shams students in 
three days, followed a warning by 
Interior Minister Ahmad Rusbdi. 
published in government- 
controlled newspapers, that the 
government would deal decisively 
with street demonstrations. 

It coincided with the expected 
arrival of an envoy of President 
Reagan, Deputy Secretary of 
State John whitehead, to try to 
defuse tensions in relations caused 
by the Acfaille Laura affair. 

President Hosni Mubarak, who

Hijack affair creates shock, relief, confusion and pride in Italy 


ROME (AP) — The emotional

“Italians have lived through a 
political potboiler where facts 
have surpassed our imaginations.”

The government immediately 
began a flurry of diplomatic con- 
tacts. including catling on Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) leader Yasser Arafat for 
help, and Mien the gunmen sur- 
rendered two days later new- 
spapers trumpeted it as a ‘-‘victory 
for Italian diplomacy.” 

At first it appeared to be a blo- 
odless action, providing what off- 
icials here said was justification 
for safe conduct horn Egypt gra- 
nted the four gunmen. But then it 
was learned that a passenger, a 
wheelchair-bound American, was 


shot to death by the hijackers. 

Egypt claimed the hijackers had 
already left the country for mi 
unknown destination, but Italians 
awoke OcL i I to discover Ame- 
rican warplanes had intercepted 
the Egyptian jet carrying the hij- 
ackers and forced it to land in Sic- 
ily during the night.

Senate Republicans drafting concessions 
to salvages 1.9b arms sale to Jordan 


ced the Egyptian plane to land at 
SigoneUa.

Speakes said he had not rec- 
eived word that Egypt has can- 
celled a joint military exercise 
with foe United States, as rep- 
orted by wire services. He said the 
expected letter from President 
Mubarak, responding to Mr. Rea-

In an apparent contradictory 
statement a Pentagon spokesman 
denied that there are any plans for 
military exercises with Egypt in 
foe near future. He was asked 
about a news report from the 
Middle East saying that Egypt bad 
cancelled a December exercise 
with the United States. 

“There have been no plans to 
conduct an exercise” with Egypt; 
“there will be no plans.” the spo- 
kesman said. “I don’t know where 
foe month of December came up. 
That is bogus information.” 

Asked anout “BrightS tar” exe- 
rcises in the future, foe spokesman 
said those manoeuvres are now 
held eveiy two years and the next 
one is planned for 1987. 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Republican leaders in foe US. 
Senate are drafting restrictions to 
the government's proposed 
S 1 .9-bfllion arms sale to Jordan in 
hopes of passing the deal through 
Congress. 

Senator Richard Lugar. cha- 
irman of foe Senate Foreign Rel- 
ations Committee, announced the 
new plan on Friday after Secretary 
of State George Shultz spumed a 
request to delay formal not- 
ification of the arms sale. 

Mr. Shultz said President Ron- 
ald Reagan would go ahead with 
the proposal on Monday, but Sen. 
Lugar told Mr. Shultz there were 
more than 70 Senators lined up to 


oppose the sale.' 

That would be enough to ove- 


rride Mr. Reagan and block foe 
sale, which is also strongly opp- 
osed in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

Senate legislation drafted by 
opponents says no anus sale sho- 
uld be made “prior to the com- 
mencement of bilateral neg- 
otiations between Jordan and Isr- 
ael.” 

Sen. Lugar was not specific on 
precisely what conditions be 
would seek to place on foe adm- 
inistration's proposed sale of air- 
craft. air defence mssQes and 
other equipment. 

But an aide said Sen. Lugar- 
hoped to draft legislation exp- 
ressing support for Jordan, sup- 
port for the Middle East peace 
process and support for the arms 
sale as part of mat process “down 
foe road under certain con- 


ditions.'' 

Sen. Lugar said he was trying to 
fashion a consensus within foe 
Senate that would extend not only 
to the legislation he was seeking to 
draft, but also to later measures 
that will be required to pay for 
part of the sale. 

“We all hope that the cou- 
rageous efforts made by King 
Hussein to further peace m foe 
Middle East will bear fruit and 
that all parties will be able to sit 
down and negotiate for peace in 
foe Middle East — but until those 
direct negotiations are going on. 
any arms sale to Jordan is a mis- 
take." contended Democratic 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy in a 
statement. 

By bis action. Sen. Lugar — 
with foe support of Senate Maj- 
ority leader Robert Dolem — thus 


only leader Robert Dolem — thus 
moved to prevent a highly visible 
public foreign policy emb- 
arrassment for foe president sca- 
rcely a month before he heads off 
to Geneva to a summit meeting 
with Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev. 

The 71 opponents of the arms 
sale include 43 Democrats and 28 
Republicans. 

Senate minority leader Robert 
Byrd has said he opposed foe pro- 
posed sale because he feared it 
would work against a peace set- 
tlement with Israel. 

“I believe the basic test of this 
proposed arms sale is whether it 
will enhance the process of ere- - 
a ting a lasting peace in foe Middle 
East. I am not convinced it sat- 
isfies foe test.” Sen. Byrd, a Dem- 


ocrat, said in a Senate speech on 
Friday. 

His statement came as Israeli 
Prime Minster Shimon Peres was 
end mg a three-day trip to Was- 
hington where he expressed 
strong opposition to foe sale of jet 
fighters, missiles and other adv- 
anced weapons to Jordan.

NICOSIA (Agencies) — Three

KUWAIT (AP) — The trial of.

Shamir reiterated 
Likud's objection to the idea of an 
international Middle East peace 
conference under the auspices of 
foe. permanent members of foe 
UN. Security Council. 

Speaking on Israel Radio, Sha- 
mir appeared to reject foe sug- 
gestions made by Peres foat such a 
conference might be possible if foe 
Soviet Union established dip- 
lomatic relations with Israel. ■ 

“An international conference 
will not further peace and make it 
impossible to negotiate directly 
with Jordan.” the foreign minister 
said. 

He expressed foe fear that an 
international conference would 
turn into a court of law. with pow- 
ers to decide for either Jordan or 
Israel, and would subject Israel to 
pressure from the superoowers. 

"The whole idea of an int- 
ernational conference was spa- 
wned by foe “Feb. i J agreement” 
between Jordan and foe Palestine 
Liberation Organisation. Shamir 
said.

Second, national conference

Also speaking during Sat- 
urday's session was Mr. Haider 
Mah moud . foe director of the Cul- 
ture and Arts Department, who

He went on to des- 
cribe culture is one of foe pillars 
for the existence of any nation, 
without which the nation will fade 
and die. "The Zionists do not kill' 
us only with hullets but they dep- 
rive us of our cultural heritage and 
do their utmosL to obliterate our 
history and language and inn- 
ovation. which have always lvren 
able to stand firm in the face of 
bullets and knives.

AMMAN — On the occasion of 
the 1985 World Food Day (WTO) 
celebrations which were held Sat- 
urday, Ministry of Agriculture 
Under Secretary Salem Al Lawzi 
reviewed -the international sit- 
uation which led to the est- 
ablishment of foe Food and Agr- 
icultural Organisation (FAO) 
after the Second World War and

Dr. Lawzi said foat foe FAO's 
experts provide technical and con- 
sultativeservices to all developing 
countries to enable these cou- 
ntries to overcome their dif- 
ficulties in the field of food pro- 
duction. Dr. Lawzi thanked foe 
United Nations resident rep- 
resentative. foe director of foe 
World Food Programme (WFP), 
foe director of the Regional Cen- 
tre for Poultry, the University of 
Jordan and the media for their 
contribution to the celebrations of 
World Food Day. He also thanked 
the WFP for its assistance with 
many development projects in 
Jordan^ince its inception in 1 963. 

The deputy representative of 
foe WFP' in Jordan. Mr. Kubilay 
Esenbel. said in his speed] during 
foe celebration that since the very 
beginning, the WFP has been ass- 
isting Jordanian development pro- 
jects. The WFP assisted in car- 
rying out a pilot project on bed- 
ouin settlements and foe imp- 
rovement of nomadic sheep hus- 
bandry. he continued. During the, 
following years, 23 development 
projects and 14 emergency pro- 
jects at a total cost to WFP of $84 
million have been completed to 
date, he added. Worldwide, foe 
WFP. during foat same period, 
provided food aid worth over $7.5 
million to 250 million people in 
120 developing countries. Mr. 
Esenbel said. 

Multilateral food aid from the 
WFP is given as an investment 
resource for economic and social 
development. Mr. Esenbel str- 
essed. and not provided as charity. 
He cited the examples- of India, 
Bangladesh and Ethiopia, where 
large development projects have 
been accomplished with WFP ass- 


istance. 

Highland development project 

As the most notable ach- 
ievement foat WFP has had in 
Jordan. Mr. Esenbel pointed out 
its cooperation with foe Ministry 
of Agriculture for the dev- 
elopment of foe highland regions. 
The projecL which started over 20 
years ago. aims to control soil ero- 
sion through agricultural' dev- 
elop meat activities and to increase 
fanners' incomes. 

Very recently, an expansion of 
this project for another 4- 
year-period. starting in April 
1986. has been approved with a 
contribution of $17.5 million to 
.government efforts for foe dev- 
elopment of J 00.000 dunums of 
agricultural land and 100.000 
dunums of forest land. 

Dr. Ahdul Karim Al-Khairazi. 
director of the regional FAO tra- 
ining centre, saw foat foe org- 


anisation's main objective is foe 
provision of assistance to dev- 
eloping countries in order to ena- 
ble them to free themselves of 
poverty and hunger. 

Dr. Al-Khajrazi thanked the 
minister of agriculture and his" 
under secretary, the resident rep- , 
resentative of the U.N.. the Uni- 
versity of Jordan and the mass 
media for their contribution to 
making the celebrations a success.

HOLIDAY INNS, INC. CEASES 
MANAGEMENT OF CAIRO HOTELS 

HOLIDAY INNS, INC., the International hotel chain 
with more than 1,700 hotels in 53 countries, ann- 
ounces its temporary withdrawal from the Cairo, 
Egypt, market. 

HOLIDAY INNS ceased operation of the HOLIDAY 
iNN-Pyramids and the HOLIDAY INN-Sphinx hot- 
els on August 1 due to the owning company's 
refusal to comply with terms of the management 
agreement. The two hotels are owned by El- 
Shams Pyramids Company for Hotels and Tou- 
ristic Projects, S.A.E. HOLIDAY INNS has notified 
the travel trade that the hotels are no longer 
members of the HOLIDAY INN chain. 

HOLIDAY INNS has operated the Pyramids Hotel 
since its opening in January 1980 and the Sphinx 
Hotel since its opening in December 1981. 

A company spokesman said HOLIDAY INNS will 
search for alternate representation in the imp- 
ortant Cairo market while it continues to operate 
75 other hotels in Europe and the Middle East. 
The spokesman said the company has referred 
the matter to its legal counsel. 
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Commitment to peace 

HIS MAJESTY the king and PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat 
have made it dear in recent statements that both Jordan and 
the PLO remain committed to their joint approach on the 
Palestinian problem despite everything that has happened over 
the past few weeks. This & only heartening since the objective 
of the turmoil that has plagued the Middle East had been 
basically created and designed to distance Jordan from the 
PLO and the PLO from Jordan. Our standing together, Jor- 
danians and Palestinians, in this difficult period not only def- 
eats the purpose of our enemy: It is the only promising way of 
movaig forward, towards our common goals and aspirations. 

The Feb. 1 i accord must endure against all the odds. It is the 
symbol of oar unity and our joint political straggle for our just 
cause. And it is also a hard-won achievement that could not be 
repeated easily. While it may be true that the accord has not yet 
led os to the liberation of our land and people, it still stands out 
as the best hope to achieve this end . Those who have attempted 
to sabotage it, whether they are Arabs or Israelis or whatever, 
knew exactly what they were doing and why, and, as such, we 
must not let them get away with.... and murder. 

Following this month's spiral of violence and counter- 
violence, the situation in the area indeed warrants reappraisal 
and reassessment. Not the Feb. 11 accord though, and def- 
initely not the principle of the joint Jordanian- Palestinian app- 
roach. What should be looked at is the way we reacted to events 
and in which some of us lost sight of die original goals of our 
political moves. 

We have to be dear, and abundantly so, in reevaluating the 
next steps, now that many tilings seem wrong and out of place. 
Bat, at the same time, our effort has to start at the right place. 
The positive achievements of the past several months have to be 
built on — and tbe negative ones discarded. Our basic app- 
roach is still sound and promising. What hasto be changed are 
practices that are neitherjustified norUseful. " 

The past few weeks are replete with' "examples of' mis-’ 
understandings, wrong doings and shortsighted reactions to 
problems. The way to resist pressures and acts of aggression 
agamst us lies not in playing the enemy’s chosen game: It lies in 
our determination to pursue our best options in clarity, for- 
esight and good faith. 

Peace is what Israel does not want. Let us not for a moment 
forget that the closer we move towards peace the harder Israel 
is EScely to hit.

Why a weaker dollar may hurt 



The overvalued dollar was des- 
tined to decline sooner or later. 
Although when it happened, 
less than a month ago. it was 
already overdue, it nev- 
ertheless took the foreign exc- 
hange dealeis in die world by 
surprise. 

It is often difficult to predict 
the effects of international cur- 
rency movements on local eco- 
nomies. due to thefaa that dif- 
ferent sectors are affected in 
different ways. 

In Jordan, however, it is my 
assessment that the losses 
might outweigh the gains, unl- 
ess something » done to reduce 
the impact of the weaker dol- 
lar. 

The valuation of each Jor- 
danian dinar includes around 
$1.37 plus other quantities of 
German marks. Sterling pou- 
nds. French francs, and Jap- 
anese yens in die same pro- 
portions found is the basket of 


currencies comprising the spe- 
cial drawing right (SDR). 

Tbe Jordanian dinar (JD) is 
readily transferable to any 
other hard currency at sub- 
stantially the same official rate. 
The J D is therefore considered 
a hard currency and is treated 
as such in the domestic and int- 
ernational markets. 

When the value offoe dollar 
declined by some nine per cent 
during the past four weeks, the 
Jordanian dinar rose some four 
per cent vis-a-vis the doilar. 
Likewise, when the dollar was 
rising steadily for four years, 
the Jordanian dinar followed 
its steps and rose against all 
European currencies by almost 
half die percentage scored by 
the super dollar. 

The American government 
maintained that die sharp rise 
of the dollar was simply a ref- 
lection of the strength of the 
American economy after its 


spectacular recovery which the 
world economy failed to 
match. Unfortunately we can- 
not assert the same claim. Our 
monetary unit was not ref- 
lecting a strong economy. 

It rose simply because of its 
inflexibility, since it is pegged 
to SDR 2.58. plus or minus 
three per cent, irrespective of 
what is happening to the Jor- 
danian balance of payments, 
rate of relative inflation or 
economic growth expectations. 
The dinar is also backed by a 
handsome reserve in gold and 
foreign exchange, which is abs- 
orbing the shock in the form of 
depletion. 

Tbe Jordanian government 
could have kept the rate of 
exchange to the dollar at S2.5 * 
. ■ 1JD regardless of the fall of 
tbe dollar. The rise of Eur- 
opeon currencies vis-a-vis the 
dinar, which would have res- 


ulted from sudi a policy, might 
not have caused an outcry by 
the private sector. 

However, the government 
and die Central Bank of Jordan 
opted to do nothing, and chose 
to adhere to the SDR formula. 

Consequently, the dinar rose 
agamst the dollar to reach 
$2.63 and more. 

The result of this rise in the 
value of the dinar was a hard 
blow to the export sector. Hie 
export sector is already suf- 
fering difficulties due to higher 
oosts and lade of price com- 
petitiveness in international 
markets. All major exports are 
priced in dollars, induding 
phosphate, potash, fertilizers. 
All other exports to Egypt and 
Iraq are also fixed in dollars. 

In addition, the Treasury will 
lose Jieavily due to the fact that 
all Arab and American fin- 
ancial aid are fixed and den- 


ominated in terms of dollars. 
The proceeds of external aid 
will drop in terms of Jordan 
dinars, causing the budget def- 
icit to intensify. 

The stronger dinar win no 
doubt enhance or reward imp- 
orts of foreign gx>ds and ser- 
vices as they look cheaper to 
die importers and consumers. 
This may have a negative effect 
cm our trade balance and bal- 
ance of payments. 

In general foe stronger dinar 
will, worsen all the three imb- 
alances in foe Jordanian eco- 
nomy namely budget deficit, 
balance of payments deficit 
and uaesqrfbymenL 

This is Dottosay that no one 
in Jordan wil] benefit from a 
stronger dinar and a weaker 
dollar. Those whose debts are 
in dollars will fold foe burden 
of their loans lighter, provided 
of course that their current 


revenue m dollars does not 
exceed (her annual outlays in 
debt service. Importers will 
aho rejoice for a stronger 
dinar, which works like an 
import subsidy. 

Last week, an economic 
commentator observed that 
durkig the past four years, our 
imports behaved in a strange 
way. Imports from America 
and Japan rose despite the str- 
onger" dollar and' yen against 
foe j D. while the percentage of 
our imports from continental 
Europe dropped despite the 
weak European currencies. 

Evidently . our imports are 
extremely inflsdbk: and hardly 
react to foe rate of exchange. 
This should give the gov- 
ernment a free hand to put the 
house in order without fear 
that the external economy may 
be disturbed one way or ano- 
ther.

Proud ‘freedom fighters’ are 
being asked to conceal identity

WASHINGTON — Members 
of the American armed forces are 
being advised on ways to reduce 
their chances of falling victim to 
terrorism, from covering their tat- 
toos to giving up wearing cowboy 
hats. 

During the summer, four U.S. 
embassy guards were gunned 
down in El Salvador, a U.S. navy 
diver was killed by foe hijackers of 
a jetliner in Beirut and two people 
died in a bombing at the Rhein- 
Main air base in West Germany. 

The security tips are described 
as generally of the common-sense 
variety. 

Elaine Hen non. an army spo- 
keswoman. said soldiers about to 
be posted aboard in terrorism- 
prone areas “are conseled a little 
bit" about making themselves less 
conspicuous in their appearance 
and behavior. 

Army Lt. Col. Arnold Williams, 
a public affairs specialist on ter- 
rorism for tbe Defense Dep- 
artment. said this involves such 
cautions as avoiding wearing 
cowboy hats with feathers in the 
band and belt buckles the size of 
pie plates’* whOe off-duty and not 


congregating ' • in a particular place 
habitually.” 

Capr. Jim O’Brien said air force 
personnel are given a “local threat 
briefing” upon arriving at an ove- 
rseas base. The service members 
then are expected to instruct their 
dependents on these precautions, 
he said. 

The moves followed immediate 
steps taken by some field com- 
manders after terrorist incidents. 

Lee Baggett, commander 
of U.S. naval forces in Europe, 
ordered sailors and marines in his 
region to obtain civilian passports 
following Stethem's murder.

flight watches, military affiliate 
jewelry, etc. should not be worn. 

— “Nondescript civilian clo- 
thing should be worn on com- 
mercial flights. Discontinue wea- 
ring apparel dearly of VS. origin 
such as cowboy hats, rings, money . 
dips, belt buckles, etc. Tatoos can 
identify a person as a marine, but 
bandage or long-sleeved shirts wQl 
provide initial concealment”

GORGAN. Iran — The parents 
standingsQentiy by sbed few tears 
as their sons step on to tbe buses, 
dutch ing small bundles and cha- 
nting victory slogans. Islamic Iran 
considers it an honour to send a 
son to fight and die. 

The scene in this Turkoman city 
300 kilometres north-east of Teh- 
ran is played out in towns and vil- 
lages all over Iran as young men 
head for foe distant war front with 
Iraq. 

In foe nearby town of Babol 
there is a large poster of Iran's 
spiritual leader. Ayatollah Ruh- 
ollah Khomeini, crying , into a 
handkerchief for foe “families of 
foe martyrs.” 

The Revolutionary Guards 
have set up dozens of recruiting 
centres for front-line volunteers 
and every night television shows 
foe departure of hundreds more 
fresh troops. 

Recruitment is especially suc- 
cessful in foe provinces, where 
three-quarters of Iran's 43 million 
people live. The war offers une- 
mployed teenagers a rare chance 
to prove themselves in return for 
about $300 a month. 

The government has also off- 
ered bonuses to city workers going 
to foe front for six months and has 
authorised foe public sector to rel- 
ease 10 per cent of its personnel. 

Estimates of Iranian troops alr- 
eady on foe battlef rent range from 
200.000 to half a million and off- 
icials say three million men with 
fighting experience are available if 
needed. 

Recruitment posters are mainl y 
banners extolling foe virtues of 
ShFite Muslim martyrdom. 

Others include a boy’s face sup- 
erimposed on a grenade, pictures 
of two young soul ing combatants 
emb racing cadi other, or one in an 


official magazine, a photograph 
bom foe front entitled “Mob-* 
ilisation is foe school of love (of 
God).” 

Gorgan is 750 kilometres from 
foe nearest battlefield, and some 
places in Iran double that dis- 
tance. but foe home front remains 
important. 

Every week large convoys of 
trucks leave provincial centres for 
foe front. loaded with tons of gifts 
for foe troops — stoves, motor- 
boats and material to build bun- 
kers. flour, blankets and copies of 
foe Holy oran.. 

' Ali Akbar Hasbemi Rafsaojani. 
parliamentary speaker and spo- 
kesman of foe country’s Supreme 
Defence Council, called for vol- 
unteers earlier this month, so Iran 
would be ready to hit back if Iraqi 
air attacks cut the flow of oB from 
Iran's main o3 terminal of Kharg 
Island. 

This possibility is receding and 
Tehran media are concentrating 
on Rafsanjanfs second stated 
objective, a military blow to end 
foe stalemated five-year-old war. 

Iranian officials, foreign dip- 
lomats and military attaches in 
Tehran expect the troop buildup 
to lead to a big Iranian offensive 
within six months..

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Arab caravan cities: Trade centres 
** and melting points for ancient cultures

PETRA — Just, over 2000 years 
-ago, the Arab Middle East was 
conquered by 'an- Imperial 
Greco-Roman political culture 
that dominated the region for nea- 
rly a thoudand years, throughout 
the Hellenistic. Roman and Byz- 
antine periods. The Hellenistic 
conquest of Arab lands set in mot- 
ion a sustained process of deep 
cultural interchange between 
Arabism and Hellenism — bet- 
ween the Orient and the Occident, 
if you would — that scholars today 
are still attempting to document, 
unravel and understand. 

First the Hellenistic Empire of 
Alexander the Great after 332 
B.C. then the Roman legions of 
the General Pompey after 65-64 
B.C.. and finally the Christian 
Byzantine Empire from its seat in 


Constantinople after 324 A.D. — 
.all three in turn imposed a “wes- 
tern” cultural and politicaPveneer 
on old, indigenous Arab traditions 
that had matured here for nearly 
3000 years before the advent of 
Hellenism. 

In the first instance, the impact 
of Hellenism on the Arabs .vould 
he felt in the Arab caravan cities 
located along pivotal com- 
munications junctions. These car- 
avan cities moved goods along one 
of the ancient world's most imp- 
ortant trade routes — linking 
China. India and southern Arabia, 
on the one hand, with Syria, 
Egypt. Greece. Rome and die 
Mediterranean world, on the 
other.? 

Above and beyond their role as 
commercial entrepots, transit, poi- 


nts and financial centres, great 
Arabian trading cities such as 
Petra. P&lmyra. Hegra. Hatra and 
Jaiyet el Fau were alto centres of 
an indigenous Arab culture which 
they diffused to the Arabian hin- 
terland. Justus they disseminated 
commercial goods, money and 
power, the Arabian caravan cities 
also radiated culture, ideas, bel- 
iefs. art and mythology^ ^ . 

What hqppengcU'in culture, ret- 
igion-andartrw&en Hellenism and 
-"Arab ism collided here some 2000 
years ago? Politically. Hellenism 
and the Greco- Roman .tradition 
were victorious, and ruled for 
about one thousand years, until 
the Muslim Arab conquests of the 
early 7th Century A.D. During 
the Middle East’s Greco- Roman 
era. political leaders came and 
went, though the political culture, 
commerce and public life of the 
cities were coloured by a layer of 
Hellenism on top of the und- 
■ erlying Arab culture. 

Beneath this Hellenistic layer, 
the native Arab culture remained 
largely intact, particularly in the 
provincial areas away from the big 
cities (similar to the situation that 
exists in Jordan today: how many 
native shops does one find in Maf- 



raq, Azraq or Ajlun named 
French Loaf. New York. Tom and 
Jerry Jopeye. Chile House. La 
Brioche or Unde Sam?). 

At firsL political Hellenism and 
cultural Arabism collided. But 
then they interacted, and ult- 
imately meshed closer together in 
many fields — such as art. arc- 
hitecture and religion — to syn- 
thesise a new. hybrid, culture that 
perhaps could be termed Hel- 
lenised Arabism. or Greco- 
Roman Orientalism. The ren- 
owned French scholar Professor 
Ernest Will has spoken of a 
“Greco-Oriental art" form, and 
this is pefeaps the best term to use 
to describe the new cultural tra- 
dition that emerged from the imp- 
act of Hellenism on the Arab cul- 
tures. 

Last month — in something of a 
nostalgic and touching revival of 
its ancient role as a meeting point 
of learned men from east and west 
— the caravan city of Petra hosted 
a gathering of 40 of the world’s 
most distinguished scholars, to 
discuss precisely these points. 
They sought to clarify the cultural 
impact of Hellenism on the Arabs 
by examining the interchange of 
religion and religious inc- 
onography between these two civ- 
il isatbns. 

The four-day symposium, ent- 
itled “Petra and the Caravan Cit- 
ies," was organised jointly by the 
Jordanian Department of Ant- 
iquities. the United Nations. Edu- 
cational. Sdenfific and Cultural 
Organisation (UNESCO) and the 
Basel -based I conographic Lex- 
icon of Classical Mythology. 

The Arabian caravan cities, con- 
duits for global cultural and com- 
mercial exchange in antiquity, are 
major touristic sites today that are 
appreciated for their intrinsic 
value as guardians of the art. arc- 
hitecture. and glory that defined 
our Oriental urban centres long 
ago. But as the 1 symposium dis- 
cussions -gradually made clear, 
these cities also serve another fun- ' 



The Roman theatre and Forum at

Advertising has been on the 
move. Shanghai's municipal gov-

plant and a stapler factory. 

Shanghai has fervently emb- 
raced advertising.

Newspapers have a large slice of 
their pages taken up by adv- 
ertising. 

The work unit responsible for 
much of this is the Shanghai Adv- 
ertising and . Decoration Cor- 
poratioa.. which finds itself in the 


•With the coming of the cultural 
revolution in 1966, advertising 
was I xinned and slogans were coi- 
ned against iL“ Advertising Is cap- 
italism" was h jingle of the time. 
As the corporation's chief des- 
igner, Lu Sanrong. explains it. 
advertising was made respectable 
again in late 1 978 hy the third ple- 
nary session of the J Jth People’s 
Congress. 

“People have got confidence. 
There has been a recovery. Adv- 
ertising is really needed in his soc- 
iety," says Lu. The corporation, 
founded in 1456. now has 400 
staff, including 130 designers and 
400 decorators. It is the market 
leader, with limited competition 
from the Shanghai Fine Arts and 
Design Corporation for local work 
and from the Foreign Trade Adv- 
ertising Corporation for adv- 
ertising in Shanghai by foreign 
companies. 

As well as haadling adv- 
ertisements for newspapers, tel- 
evision. billboards and bus sides, 
the corporation also ensures shop 
windows are well-dressed, and 
dabbles, in the aesthetics of sem- 
inar presentation. 

The advertising chain begins 
with a manufacturer approaching 
the corporation, and seeking app- 
roval to place an advertisement 
The corpora tion has about 80 cad- 
res who decide whether or not to 
accept the appplication. If the cad- 
res say “yes," die application is 
passed on to the designers who 
wBI create an advertisement after, 
consulting with the manufacturer. 

After the ad is created, app- 
roved by the client and approved 
hy the -cadres, who are the cus- 
todians of ideological, taste, it is 
placed in the medium of the man- 
ufacturer’s dioice-In China, new- 


spapers are by far the most eff- 
ective medium because of their 
hid) circulation. 

what the propaganda dep- 
artment of the Communist Party’s 
central committee wants is closer 
scrutiny by those cadres of the 
advertising chain: “The adv- 
ertisement published by press 
units is part of the Socialist pro- 
paganda. So they should he res- 
ponsible for the people, the con- 
sumers and the society. They sho- 
uld not give up Socialist adv- 
ertisement’s principle of truth- 
fulness just for seeking profits. 

“Those units which run adv- 
ertising business should be strict in 
examining and approving the puh- 
I thing, broadcasting or projecting- 
arrangements... advertising is a 
newly emerged undertaking and. 
'with the development of com- 
modity production, it will thrive 
more." 

At the Shanghai Advertising 
and Decoration Corporation. Lu 
says he and his counterparts are 
still learning the trade, though 
Shanghai is ahead of other Chi- 
nese cities, “That is for three rea- 
sons, We have a longer history.- we 
are more influenced by overseas 
techniques, and Shanghai is the 
major trading place." 

He considers advertisers aro- 
und the world are studying the 
"same thing.” “They are studying 
to make the design close to the 
inner characteristics of the pro- 
ducts to resolve the artistic res- 
ult" He doesn’t think advertisers 
manipulate the market by making 
people buy things they don’t really 
need.

Chinese ad-men are studying such 
techniques, he said. “In America 
they spend a lot of money for the 
purpose of selling. Coca-Cola has 
l>een designing for more than 100 
years, and its advertising is very 
successful.” 

Chinese advertisements are 
comparatively backward in design 
but getting bolder. The traditional 
selling point has been that the 
.product has won one or other of 
the innumerable gold or silver 
medals the government awards to 
efficient producers for “good qua- 
lity." The medal boast is acc- 
ompanied by a sketch of the 
medal, and a description of when 
it was won and why. 

Newspaper advertisements for 
products with no medals to boast 
ajrour will often be garnished with 
puffery, for instance, the “For- 
ever" brand toothbrush has the 
slogan: “Even one hair will not 
drop." And an ad for the Japanese 
musical instrument manufacturer. 
Yamaha, had a message sup- 
erimposed on a photo of an orc- 
hestra: “Yamaha... creates life 
happiness for mankind." 

A favourite graphic image is- 
that of the monkey king, who us 
legend has it, trekked across 
China to India, overcoming see- 
mingly insurmountable danger* 
along the way. But, ads claim, var- 
ious brands of pencils and washing 
machines are too good for mon- 
key. 

On flie drawing board in the 
graphics room of die Shanghai 
Advertising and Decoration Cor- 
poration was' a sketch of a “Dia- 
mond" brand watch from Wri- 
stwatch Factory. The watch, which 
had arms and legs, was l augh ing at 
the monkey king, and mockingly 
saying: “Hit me. hit me.” The 
monkey king was shown to have 
hit the watch, and said in fru- 
stration: “I gave it my hardest 
hit."

-GENE IN A, Sudan — Fields of 
sorghum and bullrush millet ripen 
in the autumn sun along the banks 
of the river Kuja. symbolising the 
transformation that four months 
of rain have wrought on the 
famine-stricken far west of Sudan. 

After three years of drought 
and desertification. Geneina. the 
regional capital on die Chadian 
border 1.100 kilometres west of 
Khartoum, is again the garden its 
Arabic name implies. 

The local women on the Masalit 
and Zaghawa tribes thresh with 
flails the first fruits of the harvest 
by the side of the unpaved roads as 
their farmer menfolk go about 
their rustic duties on well-fed hor- 
ses. 

Livestock merchants have bro- 
ught their cat tie up from the south 
of Darfur province to graze and 
fatten them before sending them 
to Khartoum for sale. 

At Asemicamp. home for some 
30.000 Chadian refugees. 25 kil- 
ometres east of Geneina. the 
death rate has fallen from up to 20 
a day in June to about three a 
month now. 

The Chadian children run. 
laugh and play in the dusty alleys 
between the makeshift one-room 
huts, where three months ago they 
slumped speechless, too weak to 
swallow their rations. 

The level of malnutrition in the 
Asemi children, defined as a body 
weight less than 80 per cent of 
normal, dropped from 50 per cent 
in May to 28 per cent in Sep- 
tember. officials say. 

But as the end of the rains ope ns 
up new areas to their field teams, 
relief workers are discovering that 
fois evidence of rapid recovery in 
the west of Darfur province is par- 
tly deceptive. 

South west of Geneina. towards 
the border settlement of Beida. 
food distribution convoys are fin- 
ding pockets of starvation they 
had only suspected. 

At Beida itself, several tho- 
usand Chadians, driven across the 
border by a mixture of famine and 
tribal conflict, are in acute need 
and an unrecorded number are 
dying daily, officials of the United 
Nations High Commission for 
Refugees (UNHCR) said. 

A UNHCR report, based on the 
first substantial tour of fee Beida 
area for four months, describes 
the situation, there in fee third 
week of September as appalling. 
In one instance it cites, “dtildren 
were sitting around their dead 
mother and were unable to receive 
food as fee ration paper was lost"

apparently from the Nyala region 
to fee east threatening fee lives' 
of hundreds if urgent pre- 
cautionary meaures are not taken. 


foreign doctors say. 

Eleven cases of the disease, pre- 
sent in Sudan since mid-May but 
not yet acknowledged by fee Min- 
istry of Health, were confirmed 
[recently from near Anj'ikotti. 
220 kilometres south of Geneina, 
medical documents show. 

Agency sources say these are 
the tip of an iceberg of more than 
150 cases of what is eup- 
hemistically known as acute 
gas tro- enteritis and 27 deaths 
from cholera-like symptoms 
there. 

The chances of cholera spr- 
eading are increasing as local tra- 
ffic resumes after fee rains, but the 
Sudanese government has been 
slow to distribute buffer stocks of 

oral rehydration salts and other 
cholera cures to remote clinics, 
doctors say. 

The availability of slocks has a 
direct and dramatic effect on the 
fatality rate, which in Khartoum's 
shanty towns had reached almost 
nine per cent by late August, com- 
pared wife zero in other areas 
where fee outbreaks were better 
'managed. 

In the capital. 123 people died 
out of 1.448 cases reported by 
August 21. according to medical 
sources. 

At Asemi. the authorities are 
building cage-like isolation cha- 
mbers out of tree trunks and bra- 
nches on a hill above the camp in 
preparation for an outbreak. 

Another worry is whether this 
year’s grain crop will be as good os 
expected after fee annual rains 
fell off to a trickle some three 
weeks earlier than usual. 

Some areas planted with sor- 
ghum and millet, especially those 
away from the wadis, have started 
to diy up before fee grain “heads 
out” and fee latest estimates put 
the harvest in western Darfur at 
only 60 per cent of normal. 

Remote villages where families 
had eaten their seed stocks, or 
where they received new seed too 
late in fee planting season, will 
continue to need food aid until the 
harvest in October and November 
next year, relief workers say. 

Seeds were particularly scarce 
in the semi-desert north of Darfur, 
where the famine also wiped out 
most of fee livestock, fee local 
people's main source of income, 
they add. 

The Sudanese authorities have 
plans to ease fee burden on Darfur 
by encouraging as many a* pos- 
sible of fee Chadian refugees to 
return home to their farms across 
fee border. 

Some of fee 123.000 Chadians 
in the area have fled tribal har- 
rassment -arbitrary taxation and 
military press gangs. Others have 
entered Sudan because of poor 
food distribution In Chad, where 
monitoring by international age- 
ncies is more lax. 


Syrian oil finds 
smaller than hoped

DAMASCUS — Syrian dreams of 
an economic windfall from an oil 
discoveiy last year have been das- 
hed by exploration reports ind- 
icating fee find is much smaller 
than originally thoughu 

The light, low-sulphur crude 
deposits near the town of Deir A I 
Zur. 400 kilometres northeast of 
Damascus, had been expected to 
make Syria a net oil exporter wit- 
hin two years. 

Although potential output had 
not been determined. Syrian off- 
icials earlier this year pointed to 
the find as indicating a bright fut- 
ure for fee troubled Socialist eco- 
no nty. 

Latest studies suggest output 
from the field will be no more than 

50.000 barrels per day (BPD) — a 
far cry from early estimates of 

250.000 to 400.000 BPD rep- 
orted by sources close to com- 

"panies involved in its dev- 
elopment. 

But the government has not rel- 
. eased its output estimates, and 
some experts say tests still in pro- 
gress at the field may yield higher 
projections. 

The Syrian National Oil Com- 
pany last June signed a contract 
wife Western oil firms lo develop 
the field but officials of fee ven- 
ture say they are not allowed to 
discuss their findings! 

The Western partners in fee 
project are West Germany’s Dem- 
inex. fee Royal Dutch/Shell group 
and the Houston-based Shell sub- 
sidiary Pecten. 

Under the contract Syria retains 
a 12.5 per cent royalty on all oil 
and gas produced at Deir AI Zur. 
wife the rest split 50-50 between 
the National Oil Company and its 
Jhree partners. 

Syria already produces about 

170.000 BPD of high-sulphur 
heavy crude, exporting about 70 
per cent of feat because its own 
refineries are ill-equipped to han- 
dle it. 

Domestic consumption totals 
roughly 190.000 BPD. about 
1 20.000 of which is imported from 


Iran at discount prices. 

Syria had hoped revenues from 
the new oil find would cover its 
mounting foreign rrade deficit, 
which in 1983 totalled 10.3 billion 
Syrian pounds (S2.5 billion) 

“Even under fee most opt- 
imistic production projections, 
export of this oil would not eli- 
minate the deficit." according to a 
report on Syria by the U.S. Dep- 
artment of Commerce. 

It said Syria had fallen far beh- 
ind on its payments to Iran for fee 
oil and in mid- 1984 had to res- 
chedule almost one billion dollars 
in overdue payments. Arab sou- 
rces say Syria owed more. 

In August. Syria renewed a con- 
tract wife Iran whereby it receives 
annually one million tonnes of oil 
free and pays near market prices 
•for an additional five to six million 
tonnes. 

But diplomats said Iran, facing 
its own economic problems bec- 
ause of its five-year-old war with 
Iraq, was growing impatient wife 
Syria's debt backlog and has thr- 
eatened to withhold future oil shi- 
pments unless payments were for- 
th coining. 

Syria last month raised its dom- 
estic petrol prices by 25 per cent 
and diesel and home-heating oil 
by 50 per cent. 

The increases, which followed 
repeated Iraqi air raids on Iran's 
main oil export terminal at KJiarg 
Island, sparked speculation in dip- 
lomatic circles that Iranian oil shi- 
pments to Syria had completely 
stopped. Iran says it is still exp- 
orting crude from Kharg. 

“The damage to Kharg Island 
could hurt Syria significantly." 
one diplomat said. “Oil supplies 
are going to be an ongoing pro- 
blem for a while, feat’s for sure ” 

Syria was rumoured to be con- 
sidering buying oil from Saudi 
Arabia, but diplomats doubted 
the Saudis would offer the same 
price concessions as Iran. 

The kingdom is pledged to pay 
Syria S500 million a year under an 
Arab League agreement to sup- 
port the “confrontation states’’ 
bordering Israel. 












Mansell wins 
at Kyalami 

KYALAMI, South Africa (R) -- Britain’s Nigel 
Mansell scored his second successive victory as the 
Williams team staged a one-two triumph in the 
Sooth African Grand Prix Saturday. 


Starting from pole position. 
Mansell made a flying start In a 
dramatic first lap which saw the 
Alfa Romeos of Italian Riccardo 
Patrese and American Eddie 
Cheever spin, off at the first cor- 
ner as their cars touched. 

Mansell and Williams team- 
mate Keke Rosberg quickly sho- 
wed their speed and the Finn fle- 
et ingly took the lead before spi- 
nning at the end of the main str- 
aight after hitting a patch of oil. 

Although he recovered quickly. 
Rosberg Tell back to fifth place 
and Mansell, winner of the Eur- 
opean Grand Prix at Britain's 
Brands Hatch two weeks ago. 
again took the lead which he never 
relinquished. 

With a third of the race gone. 
Mansell was clinging to first place 
but new world champion Alain 
Prost of France and former cha- 
mpion Niki Lauda of Austria were 
pressing him hard in their McL- 
arens. 

Rosberg recovered to fourth

N. Y stock averages 


NEW YORK ( AP) — While the 
Dow Jones industrial average has 
been climbing to new highs lately, 
many Wall Streeters have been 
more concerned with records that 
are not being set 

The Dow. which is made up of 
30 blue-chip stocks, has surpassed 
the peaks it reached in mid -July. 
But it is the only welt known ind- 
icator of stock price trends that 
has done so. 

The list of individual siockspos- 
tmgnew highshas been very short 
And trading volume on the New 
York Stock Exchange (NYSE) 
has been running well below a 
■record pace. 

Thus, even though die stock 
market has had some genuine 
good days of late, the acc- 
ompanying celebrations have 
been restrained. 

The picture of the market being 
presented by any yardstick right 
now is detorted by intense tak- 
eover speculation' that at times 
seems to be the only game going 
on Wall Street. 

The most, celebrated example 
has been General Foods, which 
almost by itself propped up the 
Dow Jones industrial average 
while many other stocks were 
tumbling between mid-July and 
early this month. 

“Since the beginning of Sep- 
tember. investors have been giv- 
ing secondary stocks the third deg- 
ree." die value line investment 
survey observed. 

“Those guilty of bad earnings 
reports have been beaten down 
severely in .price, and even the 
innocent have been suffering. 


“With investors showing little int- 
erest in stocksother than takeover 
targets, many issues with nothing 
better to offer than excellent 
growth prospects have lan- 
guished.'’ 

. With a gain of 28.90 points to 
1 ,368.84 in the past week, the 
Dow Jones industrial average sur- 
passed its July 19 dosing high of 
059.54. 

By contrast, the NYSE’s com- 
posite index rose 1.59 for the 
week to 1 08. i 5. far below the high 
of 11 3.49 it established on July 1 7. 
..The market value index at the 
American Stock Exchange, up 
3.03 at 225.84 on the week, hasn’t 
seen a new high In more than two 
years. 

. Big board volume averaged 
J 1 0.77 million shares a day. aga- 
inst 95.83 million the week bef- 
ore. In one week during the sum- 
mer of 1984. volume set a daily 
pace of better than 150 million 
shares. - 

When the Dow is hot and other' 
averages are not. many chart- 
watch ing analysts and investors 
start to wony. This kind of div- 
ergence is known as a “non- 
confirmation' ’ in Wall Street tec- 
hnical parlance, and some regard 
it as a signal that a market advance 
might be running out of steam. 

However. Mr. Newton Zinder 
at E -F. Hutton and Co., one of the 
financial community’s best- 
known technical analysts, says the 
current situation is not an aut- 
omatic portent of a drop in the 
markefl 

“Non-confirmations can persist 
for some time." he noted.

Bond futures market opens in Tokyo 


TOKYO (R) — Japan's new mar- 
‘fcet for trading future deliveries of 
bonds opeaed Saturday, with tur- 
nover surging beyond exp- 
ectations. dealers said. 

One trader said trading was 
slew at first, but later orders were 
so massive that the exchange 
asked securities companies to tell 
their customers to reduce orders. 


Tokyo stock exchange officials 
said turnover totalled more than 
7.000 bOiion yen ($32 billion), 
more than seven times the amount 
dealers expect to lie traded on an 
average day. 

The new market allows inv- 
estors to lock certain interest rates 
in to their bond holdings so they dp 
not have to be concerned with 


unpredictable movements of the 

rates. 

The risks are taken by spe- 
culators because of the possibility 
of making large profits on only a 
small amount of money. 

Japanese banks and securities 
companies said they had been 
eager for the market to open bec- 
ause they bought large amounts of 
bonds issued by the government. 


U.S. eases Turkish textile quotas 


ANKARA (R) — The United 
States has agreed after two days of 
talks to ease import quotas on two 
of seven categories of Turkish lex- 
tiles to which they apply, the 
semi-official Anatolian News 
Agency said. 

It said in a report Friday night 
that the talks in the southern town 
of Antalya ended with an agr- 
eement that Turkey may increase. 


its exports of cotton cloth and acr- 
ylic yam’to the United States until 
die end of 19R7. 

Washington, saying it needed to 
protect its domestic industry aga- 
inst increasing Turkish textile 
exports, imposed quotas last Dec- 
ember. 

Tha talks were the third Turkish 
hid to have the restrictions lifted 
and further dbcussions are pla- 


nned for early next year, the age- 
ncy said. 

It said the agreement will allow 
Turkey to export 13.7 million 
square metres of cotton cloth and 
295.000 kilogrammes of acrylic 
yam this year, increasing by alxmt 
six per cent next year and 12 per 
cent in 1987.

Omani economy avoids swings 
experienced by Gulf neighbours 


& 


MUSCAT (R) — Away from the 
troubles that pervade OPEC and 
helped by fall-out from the Gulf 
war. Oman's economy has man- 
aged to avoid the roller-coaster 
nde experienced by its nei- 
ghbours. say hankers and dip- 
lomats. 

The sultanate has stayed out of 
OPEC (The Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries), a 
group wracked by internal dissent 
in its efforts to cope with falling oil 
demand, and has steadOy boosted 
oil output to offset lower prices 
while adopting a flexible pricing 
stance that is popular with buyers. 

Gulf war attacks on tankers and 
rising ship insurance rates inside 
the Gulf have made Oman, whose 
main ports are outside the wat- 
erway. a secure and attractive 
lace to load oil. which accounts 
r over 95 per cent of the cou- 
ntry’s exports. 

In addition, hankers say Oman 
has been less inclined to embark 
on grandiose projects than other 
Gulf countries and has not exp- 
erienced the speculative free- 
for-alls seen elsewhere. 

"Oman has learned from the 
mistakes of its neighbours.'’ said 
Mr. Jose De Morelos, senior dep- 
uty general manager at Oman Int- 
ernational Bank. 

Official figures confirm a pic- 
ture of gradually rising economic 
growth which stood at about 1 1 .2 
per cent last year against five per 
cent in both 1982 and 1983: 

Bankers say. lire economy has 
remained strong this year, buoyed 
by hundreds of millions of dollars 
spent by the government to bea- 
utify and develop infrastructure 
around the capital ahead of a 
summit of the six-nation Gulf 
Cooperation Council next month, 
when Sultan .’aboos Ibn Said also 
marks J5 years in power. 

This has advanced the economy 
in some areas beyond the targets 
set in the 1980-85 development 
plan, but has also led to apparent 
bottlenecks in government de- 
partments and to longer payment 
delays than usual to some con- 
tractors. 

Bankers expect lower spending 
after the hectic activity around 
Muscat as the government gets up 
to date on its payments. 

The next plan is expected to 


shift the focus of spending to the 
interior in an effort to arrest the 
drift of people from rural areas, 
which has swollen the population 
of the Muscat area to an estimated 
250.000 from around 20.000 in 
1970. 

While Oman’s population is off- 
icially put at two million for pla- 
nning purposes, most estimates 
suggest the figure is nearer to half 
that. 

At least 250.000 are foreign 
workera who make up some 90 per 
cent of the workforce in the pri- 
vate sector and about 35 per cent 
in the public sector. 

Having once tasted urban life, 
few Omanis are inclined to go 
back. "We find it almost imp- 
ossible to get ou r Omani staff to go 
and run branches in the interior.” 
a bank manager said. 

Limited oil reserves also pose a 
problem for the govern men L New 
discoveries will extend the life of 
the reserves, hut as one diplomat 
said: “Oman is not Saudi Arabia. 
The government here has to con- 
template life without oil." 

At current production of aro- 
und 500,000 barrels per day (b/d). 


Oman has oil reserves to last ano- 
ther 20 years. Pipeline work is in 
progress to expand production 
capacity up to 650.000 b/d by 
1987. which should offer a cus- 
hion to foiling prices. 

In an effort to diversify the eco- 
nomy. some manufacturing firms 
have been set up. encouraged by 
subsidies and protective tariffs, to 
substitute imports in such areas as 
cauJefeed and cement. 

Last year. Oman became a cop- 
per exporter. 

The govern mem is also likely to 
aim at expanding Oman's, tra- 
ditional fishing as welt as agr- 
iculture. 

The waters around Oman teem 
with fish and it is thought that 
Omani fishermen could treble 
their catch from 1 09.000 tonnes in 
J 984 without seriously depleting 
stocks. 

Oman’s main farm export pro- 
ducts are dates and limes — and 
water is the key to improving agr- 
icultural output. Only one per cent 
of Oman’s 300.000 square kil- 
ometre is cultivated and about 7.5 
per cent is arable land. 


Soviet foreign trade minister 
to retire of ill health 


MOSCOW (AP)— Mr. Nikolai S. 
Patolichev. Soviet foreign trade 
mmister for- 27 years, is- retiring 
because of failing health. Western 
sources quoted Soviet officials as 
saying Friday. ' 

The sources, who spoke on con- 
dition they not be identified, said 
foe retirement was arranged and 
all that was awaited was a public 
announcement. 

Mr. Patolichev. who turned 77 
last month has been reported in ill 
heal* for some time and is bel- 
ieved to have suffered a heart att- 
ack in November 1978. 

On Monday, the chief of the 
state planning committee, Mr. 
Nikolai Baibakov, was replaced 
after 20 years. Mr. Baibakov was 
succeeded by Mr. NQcolaiTalyzin, 
a 56-year-old telecommuni- 
cations expert and a first deputy 
premier. 

Since becoming party leader in 
March. Mr. Mikhail S. Gorbachev 


has made major personnel cha- 
nges, particularly in the area of the 
economy. 

Mr. Patolichev’ s retirement has 
been expected given his age and 
poor health, but the retirements of 
Mr. Baibakov and Premier Nik- 
olai A. Tikhonov surprised many 
observers who had expected those 
top changes to be made early next 
year during the Communist Party 
congress. 

Observers have said Mr. Gor- 
bachev obviously has the power to 
make whatever changes he wants. 

It was not immediately known 
who Mr. Patolichev’s replacement 
will be. but one Western source 
said Soviet officials said it would 
be Mr. Boris I. Aristov who was 
named deputy foreign minister in 
July. 

There also has been speculation 
that Mr. Nikolai D. Komarov, a 
first deputy foreign trade minister, 
was a strong contender. 


U.S. bankers meet amid 
signs of continued strain 


NEW ORLEANS (R) — The American Bankers’ 
Association (ABA) started its annual meeting Sat- 
urday to discuss what Federal Reserve Board Cha- 
irman Paul Volcker has called 11 ‘signs of strain” in 
the financial system. 


But bankers attending exp- 
ressed confidence in its resilience. 

“The banking system is sound 
despite some very major pro- 
blems.” said Mr. Randall Kil- 
lebrew. president of the First Nat- 
ional Bank of Petersburg. Illinois, 
and chairman of ABA's Com- 
munity Bankers Council. 

Among items on the agenda will 
be proposals to deal with farm 
credit problems and financial tro- 
ubles in the savings and loaa ind- 
ustry. 

These areas and international 
debt are what Mr. Volcker rec- 
ently called “continued signs of 
strain in the financial system." 

Congressional committees wit- 
hin the next few weeks will con- 
sider proposals calling for a fed- 
eral bailout of the nation's fal- 
tering farm credit system. 

Commercial bankers are lob- 
bying Congress to be included in 


foe farm credit aid plan. About 
half of the 1.000 banks on the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Cotp 
(FDIQ list of banks in difficulties 
are agriculture banks. 

“Some help for commercial agr- 
iculture banks” was likely to I'e 
included in a bailout package, 
according to Senate Banking 
Committee .staff director. Mr. 
Danny Wall. 

The Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives bunking committees 
are also looking for ways to bail 
out foe ailing Federal Savings and 
Loan Insurance Cotp (FSLIC). 
which faces billions of dollars in 
potential claims from failing ins- 
titutions. 

The FSLIC insures the deposiis 
of about 3.000 savings and loans 
associations, often called thrifts, 
which take in savings and extend 
home mortgages. The separate 
FDIC fond insures about 14.000 


commercial banks. 

Thrift industry lobbyists say 
they are worried Congress may 
merge foe two insurance funds, 
ending foe thrifts' separate ide- 
ntity. 

The thrift industty’s problems 
have been brought into sharp 
focus following crises that forced 
70 institutions to close tem- 
porarily in Ohio and the imp- 
osition of withdrawal limits at 102 
Maryland thrifts earlier this year. 

The Maryland legislature is 
'meeting this weekend to vote on a 
costly bailout package for three 
institutions. 

Bankers have said they are wor- 
ried that the thrift industry's pro- 
blems are tarnishing their image as 
well. 

“In the public mind there is very 
little difference between a savings 
and loans (thrift) and a hank.” Mr. 
Killehrew said. 

Many blame the thrifts for der- 
ailing proposals that would have 
granted banks broader power to 
invest in other businesses such as 
selling and underwriting insurance 
and securities- 


Bush warns Pacific states 


HONG KONG (R) ~ VS. Vice 
President George Bush warned 
Saturday that Pacific nations 
which impose import barriers are 
threatening the entire int- 
ernational trading system. 

He told a meeting of business 
leaders in Hong Kong — a firm 
advocate of free trade and massive 
purchaser of U.S. goods — that 
half of America's record trade def- 
icit tbs year, estimated to reach 
$1 50 billion, would be with Pacific 
countries. 

“ My warning is that unfair trade 
practices around the world thr- 
eaten the entire international tra- 
dhg system." he said. 

Mr. Bush said the White House 
is resisting strong protectionist 
sentiment in Congress but a “pro- 


tection tst tidal wave" oould roll 
across the Pacific and it would be 
unlikely to “distinguish the inn- 
ocent from the guilty." 

U.S. sentiment therefore had 
major implications for trade with 
Hong Kong, he said. 

“Americans see many of those 
Pacific rim countries as eager to 
sell to the United States hut det- 
ermined to deny all Americans 
equal access to their own markets 
— and Americans are sick and 
tired of this kind of treatment." he 
said. 

The United States might ret- 
aliate against what it deemed unf- 
air trade practices by filing gri- 
evances with the U.S. Int- 
ernational Trade Commission or 
taking other unspecified cou- 


ntermeasures. Mr. Bush said. 

He urged Hong Kong to sup- 
port a new round of international 
negotiations aimed at reducing 
trade burners. 

Mr. Bush said the United States 
remained confident in the British 
colony's future after it reverts to 
China in 1997. 

U-S. firms, already the largest 
investors here, would continue to 
put in money and that was a mea- 
sure of confidence, he said. 

Mr. Bush held talks in Peking 
last week with Chinese leaders on 
issues including Taiwan and trade. 
He also visited South China to 
promote U.S. investment. 

Mr. Bush toured Hong Kong's 
huge castle peak power plant ear- 
lier Saturday. 


Mexico may confront creditors 
with radical debt stand soon 


MEXICO CITY (R) — Mexico 
may soon become the first major 
Latin A merican debtor country to 
confront its creditors and demand 
radical solutions to^ts $100 hill ion 
debt problem, according to ban- 
kers and diplomats here. 

Last month's earthquake which 
left more than 7.000 dead appears 
to have firmed the resolve of Pre- 
sident Miguel De La Madrid's 
government not to cut its eco- 
nomic growth aims any longer to 
meet credit conditions imposed by 
the world’s bankers. 

Mexican officials have started 
informal soundings among foreign 
bankers and diplomats to gauge 
foe likely response to a demand 
for a new and comprehensive debt 


‘These probes are at a very pre- 
liminary stage, but they show the 
new thmking of the Mexican gov- 
ernment.” said one senior Eur- 
opean dipIomaL 
New features being sought by 
foe government include turning 


debt interest, currently $1 2 billion 
ayear. into new loans or selling an 
upper limit on deht repayments 
each year to guard against a pos- 
sible rise in interest rates. 

Another idea would he to limit 
interest paymems to a fixed and 
manageahle percentage of export 
earnings- foe sources said. 

One senior foreign hanker told 
Reuters he thought a move for a 
radical solution could come, or Ik 
forced by President De La Mad- 
rid. as early as next year. 

The new stance is being shaped 
against a background of little ent- 
husiasm in Latin America for the 
latest U.S. move on debt set out at 
the International Monetary Fund 
(!MF)/World Bank annual mee- 
tings in Seoul. South Korea, which 
ended earlier this month. 

US. Treasury Secretary James 
Baker's plan aims to replace 
short-term adjustment by longer- 
term growth through a greater 
flow of credit combined with con- 


tinued economic adjustment. 

But independent analysts here 
say it offers little prospect for all- 
owing Latin debtors to grow out of 
the shadow of their combined 
$360 billion debt. 

Rather, it would ensure that 
.debtor countries have to continue 
having to mould their economies 
to formulae imposed by the IMF 
and international bankers, they 
added. 

Bankers are expected to resist 
any radical change from existing 
debt payment methods. But as one 
banker here, referring to scope for 
new repayment instruments, rel- 
uctantly conceded: “It's an idea 
whose timehas come.’’ 

Certainly the proposal of lim- 
iting paymems to a set percentage 
of. say. export earnings, has been a 
firm favourite in Latin America 
for some jears now. 

Mexico was among 20 Latin 
American nations which signed a 
declaration in Lima last July see- 
king global monetaiy reform.

Africa of a black poet convicted of killing a pol- 
iceman sparked indignation around the world and 
was condemned by both the Soviet Union and the 
United States. 


The official Soviet News Age- 
ncy TASS said the Friday hanging 
of Benjamin Mbloise “will not 
deter those who struggle for fre- 
_ edom and for their rights." 

It said South Africa is taking 
harsh action against its opponents 
and added: 

“There is every indication that 
m so doing the racists count on full 
'impunity which is ensured for 
them by the U.S. patrons.” The 
Soviets say the United States and 
other Western nations back South 
Africa’s white-minority gov- 
ernment. 

In Washington. White House 
Spokesman Larry Speakes said: 
“We hoped that this action ... 
would not be taken.” 

“We want to see tensions red- 
uced and confidence restored in 
South Africa,” said Speakes. 
“Accordingly, we hoped that this 
.action, which could only exa- 
cerbate the situation, would not be 
taken.” 

Mbloise was convicted of kil ling 
blade policeman Pbilipus Selepe 
in 1982. Moloise admitted he hel- 
ped plan the slaying, ordered by 
the outlawed African National 
Congress (ANC) guerrilla group, 
but insisted he was not the killer.

Zia promises frank talks 
on Afghanistan at U.N.

Nine years after dropping sup- 
port for the right-wing National 
Union for the Total Independence 
of Angola (UNTTA). the Reagan 
admimtratioa is currently deb- 
ating whether to renew aid to the 
group, which has fought Angola's 
Soviet- and Cub an -backed gov- 
ernment since independence from 
Portugal in J975. 

Hie State Department opposes 
any renewal of aid to UNITA. bel- 
ieving it would compromise Ame- 
rica's efforts to secure a wider 
peace in the region. 

But Jeremias Qirtunda. chief 
foreign spokesman for UNITA, 
said in an interview with Reuters 
he believed the State Department 
opposed a renewal of UJS. aid 
because it “had the notion" that a 
weak UNITA would allow Ang- 
ola's Marxist government to neg- 
otiate on regional peace issues. 

Efforts to seek independence 
for South African-ruled Namibia 
(South West Africa) and an end to 
the 10-year civil war in Angola 1 
have stalled over the issue of the 
estimated 35.000 Cuban troops in 
Angola. 


Angola says Cuban troops are 
it the country to help die gov- 
ernment deal with South Africa, 
which backs UNITA and which 
regularly pursues into Angola 
guerrillas fighting for the ind- 
ependence of Namibia.

Mexico, Panama and 
Venezuela founded the Con- 
tadora Group in January. 1983, to 
seek a negotiated peace in Central 
America. 

Under Mr. Betancur’s lea- 
dership. a ceasefire was signed 
with Colombia's main leftist gue- 
rrilla groups last year. The most 


active rebel group, tire April 
J 9 Movement (M- J 9) resumed its 
armed struggle in June, accusing 
the government of violations of

The two leaders earlier held a 
75-minute meeting which French

Vauzelle described as cordial.
